trial disputes were Involved. 
The expanding organization of in­ 
dustry makes it essential that there 
should be no abridgement of the rights 
of wage earners and producers to or­ 
ganize for the protection of wages and 
the improvement of labor conditions 
to the end that bucIi labor organiza­ 
tions and their members should no 
be regarded as illegal combinations in 
restraint of trade. 
We favor the eight-hour day on ail 
government work. 
We pledge the Dem ocratic party to 
the enactment of a law' by congiesb.jj 
as far as the Federal Jurisdiction ex­ 
tends, or a general em ployers liable I 
ity aet covering injury to body or loss >. 
of life of em ployes. 
We pledge the Democratic party to 
the enactment of a law creating a de- 
partment of labor, represented sepa­ 
rately In the president's cabinet, w hich j 
department should Include the subject 
of mines and mining.

An Ordinance Entitled on and Refly 
latino Running at Large of Dogs. 


Mrs. 
11 Margie, 
the city. 


Be It Ordained by City Council, City 
of Bryan: 
Section I. That it shall be unlawful 
for the owner of any dog to permit 
such dog to run at large within the 
corporate limits of the city of Bryan 
during the months of June, July anil 
August unless such dog shall have on 
a muzzle sufficient to keep said dog 
from biting. 
Sec. 2. 
That any person violating 
the preceding article of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of misdemean 
or, and. upon conviction, shall be fined 
in any sum not less than one nor more 
than one hundred dollars; providing, 
however, that city attorney may dis 
miss prosecution against person for 
violating this ordinance 
upon 
their 
payment of their impounding fee here 
inafter allowed the city marshal and 
costs of such prosecution. 
Sec. 3. That it shall bv the duty of 
the city marshal or some one dept! 
ti zed by him to take up and impound 
all dogs found running at large in vio­ 
lation of this ordinance, and safely 
keep such dog for a period of forty- 
eight hours, and use diligence to as 
certain the owner of same. If owner ot 
such dog cannot be ascertained, and 
no person appears and clatms such dog 
and pays the impounding fee. within 
forty-eight hours after such dog is so 
impounded, then it shall be presumed 
that such dog is of no value to the 
owner, and it shall be the duty of the 
city marshal or some one appointed 
for the purpose, to kill such dog in a 
manner deemed most prat tical. 
Sec. 4. 
For every dog impounded 
the city marshal shall be entitled to 
an impounding fee of one dollar, to be 
paid by tho owner of such 
dog 
im­ 
pounded. and tho further sum of twen 
ty-flve cents for every dog killed in 
compliance with this ordinance; and 
all fees collected by the marshal are 
to be applied by him to the payment 
of expenses Incurred in taking up and 
Impounding such dog. 
Sec. 5. 
This ordinance shall take 
effect at once after publication.

The matter of collection of city 
taxes, steps to which end were taken 
some time ago, was brought up and the 
fact that little or nothing in that con­ 
nection had been done was developed, 
upon which it was decided that the 
proper attention to enforce the pay­ 
ment of such arrearages should be im 
mediately directed to the matter.

Disposition of such mules belonging 
to the city and at present not needed, 
to the best advantage of the city, was 
discussed at length but action was de­ 
ferred until later. 
Mayor Maloney and Aldermen Saun­ 
ders and Brandon were appointed a 
committee to take under advisement 
the adoption of a new sanitary ordi 
nance in lieu of the present law. An 
art, which, it is believed will enable 
the authorities to handle the city sew­ 
erage and sanitary question more ef­
